These, of course, depend upon 
the income received and upon the amount to be invested, 
but they tell one story. 


"In thc first case it was assumed that $40,000 was to 


be invested. 
Comparison was made between thc income j PENNY ANTE 


obtained from a tax-free 5 per cent, security and a taxable 
security. It was found that all those in the $60,000 a year 
class and above would have to find taxable securities 
•which paid from 8 to 10 per cent, in order to obtain a net 
income from their investment as large as that offered by 
the tax-free bonds. Since it is difficult to find safe in- 
vestments which pay as much as 8 per cent., the natural 
tendency is for the rich to turn to the securities which pay 
no taxes. 


"The income class at which it becomes profitable to 


buy tax-free bonds is enlarged as the amount to be invested 
increases. The actuary took the case of the man with a 
million dollars to invest. Any one with a net income of 
$16,000 or more from other sources would find it profitable 
to seek tax-free bonds. Other illustrations add emphasis to , 
the argument 


"These calculations indicate what might he expected 


to happen. 
The report of the commissioner of internal 


revenue shows what has happened, and the facts confirm 
the reckoning. The number of large incomes subject to 
the tax have declined. Thus in 1917 there wero 1.015 tax- 
able incomes over $300,000. In 1919 there wero only (579, 
and the amount received by this group from dividends, in- 
terest, and investments decreased from $616,119,892 to 
$314,984,884. The capital of rich men was hurriedly be- 
ing diverted from business to state and municipal bonds. 


"This is a dangerous condition. It is unjust to provide 


a refuge by which the richest men can escape the burden 
of taxation. Injustice is a canker at tho heart of thc stato. 
and its evil consequences arc in this case augmented by tho 
injury done business. For the rich ought to supply" the 
capital for business enterprise, but they cannot bo ox- 
pected to do so while a crazy tax system makes this un- 
profitable for them. On every count tho resolution prepar- 
ing the way for an amendment ending this abuse should 
be adopted." 


The Globe's assumption in thc above that the tax- 


exempt security affords tho rich their only escape 
from 


"the burden of taxation" is, to say tho least, naive. 
Thi.s 


belief is on a parity with that other delusion in the old RRlMpIMf^ I ip PATT-IITD 
saloon days that the saloon was justifiable because tho BtAliNUllNtui UK fA!MtJ\ 
saloon keepor was a heavy tax payer. Finally the people 
awoke to tho fact that tho saloon paid no taxos. 
Whon 


that primitive economic fact soaked in thc saloon dis- 
appeared. 


But the old economic heresy .-till persists in ono form 


'or another. There are still many people, especially farm- 
ers and day laborers, who believe the "rich." by tho consti- 
tutional abolition of government tax-free bonds, may be 
made to pay taxes. 
Many newspaper? evidently swallow 


the same old hoax. Among these classes it is a crime to 
be "rich," altho there is always a sudden change in moral 
standards when an individual member of one of them sud- 
denly has wealth thrust upon him or attains it of his own 
right. 


The truth is that thc vendor of a glass of beer in pro- 


prohibition-days did not pay the tax on the beer, nor does 
the vendor of a tank of Standard oil, or a railway locomo- 
tive or a pair of shoes pay it today. There is no question 
about the injustice and the grave economic harm resulting 
from the floatation of billions of tax-exempt securities by 
nation, stato and municipality. But to entertain thc de-' 
Jusion that thi?, is thc only means by which the "rich"
